Thaoa again 
included quite a nunbar of oaaaa In vhloh training, lnflltra- 
tion and vjulpeaat vith intalllganea alda already pa suit tad tha 
oonelualon aa to tho agent* a or reaident agent' a value and 
qual if icetion. Agant oouploa appeared rather frequently. 

Of the 1,432 rcoognlaad oaaaa 1,214 peraona, that la 04^, vara 
approached by the Soviet Zona Intelligence aarvloaa. TMa 
nunbar again anphaalsad the danger vhloh tba Soviet Zone 
Intalllganea aarrioaa constitute for tha Federal Republic.

After the Soviet Zone blockade measures, the MfS developed new 
aethode for the oons pirat oriel courier eerrloe* The uee of falsl- 
f led Weet Berlin personal papers or Paderal pereonal Identity 
oarde whloh previously had only been ueed in exceptional oases, 
now beoaae the rule. All oourlar Sfente froa the Soviet Zone, 
vhon the BfV recorded after 13 Augtn t 19dl, were provided with 
falsified poraonel identity oarde In the aaae of pereone living 
In the Federal Republle or Vest Berlin. Vo falsifications of the 
new Federal Identification in book-form wore dleoovcrod todato. 

The MfS devotod particular attention to the foie if loot Ion of a 
Federal personal identity card for oourlar agent BOOM. Hie 
assignor* wi anrd thet he travel with a Federal identity oa rd la 
the nnne of hie fr.'cnd Herbert K. of Hagan/Voetphalla. BOEEMB 
had to call on K. <r* Hagen in August 195$ for this purpoee and 
under eoeo pr.vcxt made bln show hie pereonal Identity oard, on 
which occ^ricn '3 - ** to note the nuaher of the form* Bee Idee, 
he had pceyror* photographs aade of himself in Hagen and brought 
than alonj. H redo this trip with a travel oertlfloate in hiA 
true naao. in tho Fall of I960, K. moved froa Began to a nearby 
village. "horu’pon B. had to oall aguin on hia, aake him again 
show hia p;rnr.?! identity oard and not# whether the entry in the 
identity CurC hud been filled out by hand or by typewriter. Zn 
aooordenco h*r>ith, the MfS later on provided the falsified 
identity card with c remark of the aove and tha partineat stamp 
Of the Ennepo-Rwhr-Kreis. 

Zn addition to the faleifled personal papers, the equipment for 
eourlor tripe to the Federal Republic regularly Inoludod western 
olothing and iteaa for use on the trip. Ae a rule, the agents 
were permitted to purchase these Items at tho MfS 1 coot, when 
they were on trial assignment* in Vest Berlin or in the Federal 
Ropubl 1 c . After the ooapletlon of every assignment they had to 
be returned. Often the first trips to the West (whloh were to 
enable the future oourlere to got acquainted with tho ooadltione 
in tho Federal Republlo) were oenneotod with the aoglgnmaat to 
eolleot confidential information on the true holder of the iden- 
tity oard. Xn oaoe of pooelble controls they had to be In a poai- 
* ■*'** *• to. answer pertinent questions nooordlngly . 



It was ths oourlere ' primary tnok to hand over money and reoelve 
trsasoaeu# material* Beyond this, they wero to supply their 
meeting partners with new instructions of tho handling ngtnoy, in 
encourage than to bettor cooperation and possibly laflutnee then 
politically, as well ae to giro thorn advloe for a useful completion 
•f their assignments. In this rsspeot, they frequently toot on 
the tasks of instructors. 
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In aelmetlog courier# * t he MfS applied rigid standards to tho 
politloal attitude of tho mitltMt oaadldate, because of the 
danger of "brooking mf*. dimoot oil oourler agents ratoniaod 
during tho poet jitri, voro SEB members.

However* Xator of fort a 
woro sonatinas ouooaawfal without tbo Polish Intelligsscm 
Service Baking anothor attempt. 

Thlo explain* why tho instance* whore xe-oettlere wort appro eohed 
for Intelligence cooperation (whioh became known thlo year), often 
date back a number of year** 

The re-settler* did not dl*olo*e an intelligence con toot In all 
eaee* after their arrival in the Federal Republic* a* i* ahown 
by the following examples 

A technioal engineer (aaohlne construction) of Upper 811a *la 
had ainoe 1956 applied for rc-eettlonent to the Federal Hepublio. 

la September 1956, hi* application wa* rejected without *1 wing 
a definite reason. Due to hi* proteat* the Mayor of hi* town 
referred bin to a S8-me«b#r (88 * Fellah Intelligence Service) 
who night be able to help him. A* wa* expeeted* thi* peraom 
would only grant hin the exit permit If be declared hi* willing- 
ne*e to be aotlwe In Intelligence, The engineer agreed* mil the 
■ore eo elnoe he woe promieed that hie resettling applioatlon 
would be epeedlly handled* Aotuall y, in lovcmber 1958* mfter a 
ehort intelligence training* he and hie faally were able to 
depart. In the Federal Republic he withheld hie intelligence 
commitment and took up employment with a well-known eleotrioal 
fira. Bo then wrote to a cower address in fhreaw* informing 
then that he had b*en legallied. In the Suaner of i960* he 
met hi* handling offloer la Tlenna, a* agreed, and on this 
oooaalen* made a report on hie employing fir* and their production. 
Thereafter, he allegedly tried to gradually put an and to tho 
late 111 gone e contact. After he had boon neutralised* he * stated 
that he only wished to carry out hie intelligence activity until 
a relative from Slleela had re-eettledj he did net have enough 
courage to confee* at a later date.

In via* of the total nunber of Foliah national entries* the 
nunbar of raoognlaad iatelligeaoe ease* was small- Rwv»w«r* 
it must b* ranemborad that it 1* nearly lmpoeelblo to heap 
all Foie* under surveillance, who outer the Federal Republic 
for a temporary stay. On the other band* the pers o ns sonoamod 
usually di so loss their iatelligeaoe contact only if they do 
not intend to return to Poland. Rorsally* an informal intel- 
ligence approach la aade when the passport la handed over* 
before the trip. A written obligation usually was not requested. 
The tourists wars given target assignments* sometimes* however* 
they wera duet instructed **to keep their eyes npen* st their 
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teftlwtlM and upon their return, give an accurate report 
on their liprticioni. 

Seamen, calling at V«ftin port* during their trip*, voro 
of ton used as couriers tf the Polieh Intelligence Berrios. 

Toot Berliners, who travel to 
Poland for print* reasons, for busiasso diaoussisns or for 
occupational reasons (so ansa) oust be prsparsd for being 
approached by tbs Polish Intelligenoe Service* Aooordlng 
to lp6j intelligence results, reorultero were aost sues ess- 
ful with merchants, who are intsreeted in taster* trade* 

.In the past year, Polieh IntelUdenoe Service recruiting 
. stteapto of Gsrasn season who saierod Polish aad Garaaa 
porta (under Polish oooupation) ware relatively* nuaeroue 
(especially in Stettin)* At ftret, the persona approached 
were taken to tbs harbor -polio# beoauee they had either 
exceeded their shore leave aad aloeed their ehip t had 
attraotsd attention at drinking-bout e by engaging in 
fights, or bad helpsd last toms eeansa to oeoape. Turing 
the interrogation by the harbor-police, the Polieh Intel* 
llgeaoe Ssrvloe ueually interfered, extensively queatloaad 
the person oonoomed, and gavo further aeeignnente (procure- 
ment of city nape and eiailar It see). They did not ooaait 
th* persons concerned in all eases* 

Typical ie the case of a certain sailor, who was a cook on 
a coal transport, which navigated between ports of the 
Federal Republic and Stettin, Turing a stay in Stettin, 
he alesed Me ship's departure and was taken to the Polish 
Intalllganc# Service by the harbor police* After be had 
been placed under pressure by threatening bin with a lengthy 
prison tera, ho rendered the requested inf one t ion on hie 
ship and its crew* He also aaevered queetlone (as far as 
he was able to ) as to the federel and Allied Arsed Poroee* 
finally, the Polish Intelligence Service ooaait ted him for 
lntelligenoo oooperatloa and gave hla the assignment to 
oolloct lntelligenoo lnfonetioe on alii t ary ooaetal instal- 
lations In the Federal Republic. When Me ship re-entered 
the Stettin harbor, ho was released. It had been agreed
